Washington, Sept. 5.—Officers 
of the navy bureau of aeronau­ 
tics were cheered today by the

President Coolidge is not dis­ 
couraged by the destruction of 
the dirigible Shenandoah and ex­ 
pects that congress would appro­ 
priate funds to build another 
ship of that type. 
It Is ap-c«(1 that the chief problem 
will be to convince congress of tho 
wisdom of this policy. 
Secretary of 
th e Navy Wilbur Is inclined to favor I 
larger expenditures for heavier-than- 
aJr craft instead of for ships of the 
balloon type, such as the Shenandoah 
and the Ix>s Anhele*. 
The navy's aviation program will 
be determined largely In the 1926- 
1927 budget, now being prepared for 
transm ission to congress in Decem 
her. T he bureau of aeronautics will 
undoubtedly ask for an appropriation 
of *2.OOO.OOO or m ore for the con- ; 
Rtniction of another rigid zeppelin to 
take the p l a c e of the Shenandoah as 
an 
aerial 
adjunct to the first, but 
it is realized that extrem e difficul­ 
ties may be encountered In getting 
congress to approve such a proposal. 
lf is for this reason that tentative 
plans are being worked out by the 
general board and the secretary of 
th e navy for the abandonment of the 
air station at la k e h u r s t in the course 
of the navy’s retrenchm ent program. 
The whole problem of naval avia­

There is a certain justice in this argument.

always the danger that party considerations or mere per­ 


sonal popularity will make idols of men are not really de­ 


serving, men whose first object is their own advancement 


and who think of the public good only secondly, or not at 


all. 
lf we can look straight through the ballot box to the 
cause that is behind it, we have a better chance of serving 


that cause. 


Nevertheless, the unlading instinct of democracy for 


men is a true and right one. 
Always it has been the man 
who has led, the man who has swayed, the man who has 
governed; and it always will be. 
The average voter cannot 


intelligently judge measures. 
A few of the more enlighten­ 
ed may be able to do so. 
But the great mass of busy citizens 
cannot; they have neither the knowledge nor the experience 


nor the time. 
Government is probably the most complex 
and specialized of all business. 
It can be properly trans­ 
acted only by men who have given their lives to investigat­ 


ing the difficult and subtle problems. 


The one great task of the voter is to judge the character 


>f men. 
It will be said that this also is immensely difficult. 
So it is. 
But We all face that task every day. 
The future 
of popular government depends absolutely upon whether 
the average voter can perform that task or not. 
W e ought 


to realize this and make all our education, all our training, 


all our discipline, develop and perfect us for it. 


The ordinary citizen cannot govern for himself. 
His 
supreme and paramount business is to get good men and 


wise men to do it for him.

hod: Sponge with a mixture of one 
part of ox gall to two parts of water. 
Or sponge with strong salt water, or 
with one quart of water containing 
one teaspoon o f ammonia.

D issolve

W hen this has dried, the work 
is 
done. 
Soiled rugs m ay be w ashed on the 
floor as follow s: 
D issolve ona-half 
pound of finely shaved soap and one 
ounce of salt of tartar in one quart of 
boiling water, then add this mixture 
to one gallon of additional hot water. 
Scrub the rug 
with the solution, u s­ 
in g a stiff scrub-brush, and w ipe the 
surface with a cloth w rung out of 
cold w ater containing one tablespoon 
of vinegar to the quart. 
To dye a rug on the floor, apply hot 
dye with a scrub brush, using about 
IWO quarts of the dye to a nine by 12 
inch rug. The rug should be tacked 
down, stretched taut. 
To freshen a 
faded rug, without, changing its color, 
have the dye tw o or 
three 
shades 
lighter than the rug itself.
